S. M. Williams, one of Coshocton's 


most prominent cit'r/ens died Thins- 
day morning nt the St. Charles hotel 
in New Orleans fiom pneumonia and 
a. complication of other diseases. A 
telegram telling of his death was re- 
ceived this morning- by Judge Hunt 
from Mr. Williams' son, Asa Wil- 
liams, who lives in Seminole, Ala. 


Thursday word was icceived in this 


city from Mr. AVjilHams* sister, Miss 
Anna Williams, telling of his serious 
illness. The letter was wiiiten to one 
of her fi lends here, and in it she 
slated that grave hopes were enter- 
tained for her brother's recovery. 


Although Mr. Williams has been in 


, ill health for the past few months and 
went to Mexico in "an effoit to benefit 
it. it was not thought that death was 
so near at hand. The news of his 
sudden demise will .be received with 
sorrow by his hosts of friends in this 
city. 


Samuel M. Williams was born Sept. 


39, 1S49 in Lawrence county, Pennsyl- 
vania, the son of Charles V. and Mary 
(Cabot) Williams. Mr. Williams start- 
ed out at aa early age to make his 
own way in the world, and secured 
his first work on a farm. After work- 
ing,as a farmer Jor a few years he 
.look up telegraphy, -in which work 
he was engaged for some time, until 
it became too confining and ho was 
compelled to seek outdoor work. He 
next turned his attentions to the car- 
penter trade, in which business 
he 


was destined to"-be engaged for the 
remainder of his life. 


Was Successful. 


In 
3875 he came to Coshocton, 


where he continued to work as a car- 
penter. Steady advancement was his 
lot in his chosen tiadc, and within a 
few years lip came to -!,e known as 
one of Coshocton's best and most 
thorough contractois. Practically all 
of the fine buildings in Coshoeton are 
the work 
of "Sir. \Yilliams, 
all of 


which go to show that he was a thor 
ough contracting carpenter. 


Before his death Mi Williams was 


a! director in several of Coshocton's 
manufacturing concerns and was 
a 


member of the school board. In his 
religious faith he was a member of 
the M. K. church, and his entire life 
was spent as that of a true Christian 
should

friends were numerous, and eveiyone 
respected and admired Sam Williams 
for his good qualities and straight-for- 
ward business policies.
